wrong done to the Jewish people ! 

One thing we must insist upon. The German problem, 
mideed the general problem of Jewish homelessness and Mmiscry, 
cannot be settled by Jews alone. As was truly observed at 
Prague, it is the world that has created the Jewish problem by 
execrable ill-treatment. It has now intensified it by denving 
egress to the victims. It is up to the nations—through the 
League of Nations —to help to solve the difficulties of their 
own making. It is for them to help to devise how the German 
Jews may be delivered and where they should be placed. It is 
especially up to the Mandatory Power to take a broad view of 
its duties and live upto their spirit. This is a world problem 
amd not merely a Jewish problem. We of the Jewish people 
did not create the conditions which make life a burden to Jews 
and a source of malaise, if not positive danger, to other peoples. 
America is said to be alive to the necessities of the situation. Is 
the League of Nations, under whose auspices a million-and-a-half 
Greeks were removed from Asia Minor and re-settled in their 
homeland, equally awake? The winter is not far away. It may 
intensify German Jewish suffering and precipitate increased 
emigration or heighten the yearning for it. An attitude of 
impotence will not meet the situation. 
will not remedy it. 


A policy of closed doors 
Jews everywhere, Zionists and non-Zionists, 
must and will close their ranks, unify their efforts, and do their 
full share in the vast calamity that confronts them. But the 
day has long gone by when the other nations can stand idly by, 
We throw back the problem to them. We demand to know 
what the League of Nations is going to do about it. It is the 
test of its sincerity and its power for good ow earth at all. The 
test can be shirked only to the League's own hurt, and there is 
no time to lose!

MAURICE LEVY, 

We regret to announce the death of Sir Maurice Levy, Bart., 
M.P. for Loughborough from 1900 to 1918, who passed away sudden!) 
last Saturday, at the age of seventy-four, while on holiday at Brighton,

where he had arrived the previous 
day. He was well known in the 
City of London and in the 
Provinces, and was Chairman of 
the firm of Hart and Levy, Ltd., 
wholesale clothiers and woollen 
merchants, of London. The 
deceased was born at Leicester 
and was the second son of the late 
Mr. Joseph Levy, of that city. He 
was educated at the University of 
Londonand privately. In politics he 
was a staunch Liberal, and during 
his long parliamentary career 
he championed Jewish interests 
and actively opposed the passing 
of the Aliens Act before the War. 
Ile served inthe Ministry of Munitions during the War, and was a 
member of Mr. Lloyd George's special trade missions to Ireland. At 
the conclusion of hostilities, he was a member of the Disposals Board. 
Sir Maurice took a prominent part in county affairs, being D.L. for 
Leicestershire, a Justice of the Peace, and in 1926-27 High Sheriff 
of the county. He was a keen sportsman, and was a member for 
many years of the New West End Synagogue and the Leicester 
Synagogue. In 1907, the deceased was created a Knight, and in 
1915 a Baronet. His wife, whom he married in 1885, was Elise Ray, 
daughter of the late Mr. Max Zossenheim, of Leeds and Harrogate. 
There were four daughters and one son, Ewart Maurice, who was 
born im 1897, and succeeds as second Baronet. Last year, the new 
Baronet married Hylda, daughter of Sir Albert Levy.

Dr. PHILIP BELASCO. 


Sudden death has made a tragic end to the life of a brillian! 
young seholar, Dr. Philip Belasco, who died at his home in Leiceste) 
last week at the age of 29. He was a son of the late Rev. G. 8. 
Belasco and Mrs. Belasco, of Ramsgate, and studied at the London 
School of Economics under Professor Harold Laski. He obtained 
his B.Se. in 1924, his M.Sc. in 1926; and in 1923 he gained the 
Gerstenberg Scholarship. He was appointed Doctor of Philosophy 
in 1928, on a thesis “ Authority in Chureh and State” which was 
afterwards published with a foreword by Dr. G. P. Gooch, and for which 
Dr. Belasco was awarded the Hutchinson Research Medal. He was 
appointed Staff Tutor at Loughborough College in the Adult Educa- 
tion Department and was on the Panel of Tutors who prepare mem- 
bers of the National Association of Local Government Officers for 
the London Diploma of Public Administration. He was the founder 
of the Institute of Political Studies in Leicestershire. He con- 
tributed articles to the “ Encyclopwdia of the Social Sciences,” 
edited by Professor Seeligman, and to several periodicals such as 
“The Friend,’ “The Economic Journal and Economica.’ He had 
just finished an article on the technique of Adult Education for the 
next number of “ The Political Quarterly,” when his youthful life 
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aa cut off. Dr. Belasco was a well-known speaker in Leicester and 
ok an active part in the Jewish Literary Sox iety where he always 
tracted a large audience.

When I say your money, Lam naturally assuming that you are 
a subscriber to the Kiddies’ Fund. You are, of course, always 
welcome at any of the Centres. If, however. you have neither the 
time or opportunity of paying a visit to “ Watchman’'s ‘ Mentor’ 
Kiddies,” you may be assured that every penny of the money you 
subscribe is being used in the way in which you yourself desire if to 
be used—that is, for the primary benefit of the Kiddies. Everything 
is budgeted for on a most economic scale, and the money is made to 
go as far ashuman ingenuity can manage. That is not to say that the 
administrators of the Fund are niggardly. Indeed, the food supplied 
to thechildren was not only of very good quality but in goodly portions. 
My only regret is that the Fund is not many times larger than it Is.

Notice-boards announcing this 
prohibition state that they are being excluded “ in order to preserve 
cleanliness and public morality.” Signposts bearing the inscription 
“Jews Not Desired” are also being erected on parish boundaries. 


“The Jews Are Strangers.” 


Dr. Gercke, the “ racial expert.” las drawn up « memorandum 
on the subject of the future treatment of Jews in Germany, reports 
Reuter. The final paragraph reads: 

We must build up our State without the Jews, who can only renin as 
strangers without a country and can possess no legal pesition here. Thus wall 
our Ahasuerus (‘** Wandering Jew ) be compelled to take up his wanderer’s staff 
again. 

Twenty-nine Frankfort civic officials, including the Mayor, have 
been dismissed, twenty-one of them because they were not pure 
Aryans.” 

The Prussian Minister of Justice las issued an order prohibiting 
Jews from being members of Arbitration Courts.

It is 
inlikely that an exception will be made in the case of Jewish 
children, but, even should it be made, it is weH known how depressed 
ehild becomes when it has toform a unit apart.

And this martyrdom will grow as the new-stvle lessons in 
history and racial questions are introduced, aimed as they are, to a 
yreat extent, at insulting the Jewish race. In the big towns, where 
the re are large niunibers of Jewish school children, they will find 
mutual help and support, but what of the small towns and villages. 
where they sit isolated in the schools? And what if the teachers 
begin to think they must apply the principles of the Hitler Empire ? 
At present, as far as one hears, the majority are fair and even 
cousiderate towards the Jewish children, but certain articles ip 
educational journals show that the w ay is prepared for carrying ou! 
the new methods, and that the new Empire is going forward with « 
new treatment of the Jewish question in the educational field. 

How ean the poor Jewish children bear up beneath this spiritual 
burden, this hostile atmosphere? Many of the young people will 
be debarred from attending high school, since the special gift of 
heaven of being born the son of a front-rank fighter and at the same 
time being of school age must gradually vanish. But who are more to 
be envied, those admitted or those excluded? In elementary schools 
Jews will be suffered, but not tolerated, they will be made to feel 
all the pain that the present German Government heaps on “ non- 
Aryans,’ 

What will become of these Jewish children? Even if their 
parents bring them up to do without the higher education they 
have been used to for generations,.are they not bound to instil 
inward strength and moral rectitude into them? Must they not 
receive so thorough a Jewish spiritual tempering, be so filled with 
Jewish values and knowledge, that these form a bulwark against 
the onslaught of their enemies ? 

This can be done only in Jewish schools. Not so long ago Jews 
were debating vigorously whether Jewish schools were desirable or 
not. To-day, from right to left, there is only one voice—the desire

In honour of the centenary of the Montefiore Synagogue at 
tumsgate, there has now been produced under the same auspices a 
full and eminently readable history of that institution and of the 
Foundation of which it forms the kernel. The earlier portion, from 
the dedication of the Svnagogue in 1833 to the death of Sir Moses 
Montefiore in 1885, has been entrusted to the competent hands of 
the Rev. D. A. Jd. Cardozo, Hazan of the congregation. He has very 
wisel\ extended the scope of his researches to cover the bistors of 
the Jews in Ramsgate and in the Isle of Thanet generally. It is 
interesting to find that a Jewish silversmith, Isaac Lyon, was resident 
in the town as early as 1786-—-thirty-five vears before Sir Moses 
became the tenant of East Cliff Lodge. He was soon followed by 
Levi Abraham, a tailor, ancestor of Emma Lyon, the poetess, and of 
Michael Henry, for many vears editor of Thr Jewish CHRONICLE. 
Mr. Cardozo skilfully guides us through the successive phases of his 
story—the first visit of the Montetiores to Ramsgate during their 
honeymoon in 1812, the acquisition of their honie there in 1822, the 
establishment of the College in memory of Lady Montefiore thirty 
vears later, and so to the declining vears of the magnificent patriarch 
and bis death. 

At this point, Mr. Goodman takes up the tale. With the skill 
and charm which we have learned to expect from him, he unfolds 
the later record of the College and Synagogue down to the present 
dav. But he has not contented himself with giving a history of the 
institution. He has had the happy idea of combining with this an

account of all those associated with itt-—successive owners of East 
Cliff Lodge, administrators, ministers, collegians. He has thus 


converted the work into what is, in effect, a biographical dictionary 
of the Sefardic Community. in England, grouped before the back- 
ground of the Ramsgate Synagogue and its dependent institutions. 
With this delightful volume, admirably produced and enriched by

The publication of a Hebrew text-book in England is a rare 
event and must be regarded as a matter of some importance. 

Dr. Bernstein tells us that his book is “ more than a method: 
itis a plan—a plan for the rationalisation of our Hebrew teaching.” 
His aim is to train the pupil * from the outset to adopt a grainmatical 
attitude.” “~ The one purpose of these lessons is to equip the pupil 
for the critical examination of cvery word that he meets. This, he 
beheves, will lead to “an ability to read our Holy Writings and our 
Prayer Book.” 

To be appreciated this should be contrasted with the more 
modern view on language-teaching as expressed by Harold Palmer: 
“The essential feature should be the rigid exclusion of all 
opportunity for reasoning, calculation, analysis or synthesis. The 
pupil must not be allowed to focus his consciousness on the structure 
of the language; he must keep his attention on the subject-matter,” 

Dr. Bernstoin boldly ignores the stormy controversies around this 
subject of the last fifty years and the great advance, especially in Hebrew- 
teaching, achieved by methods direct!y opposed to his own. A work like 
this, however, must be approached from the author's point of view. There 
is system and orderliness in the lessons—a result of painstaking labour and 
patience. But the method follows conventional lines: grammar, taught 
deductively, and artificial disconnected sentences as illustrations. | 

The language-teacher who knows the history of his subject will be 
prepared for the type of sentence: ‘* The thief broke the cup,” “The man 
took the horse from the boy,’’ ‘* He broke the book,'’ ** I called the horse 
from the field,’ ** I am one year old'’!—and so, page after page, never 
relieved by a spark of humour or a touch of interest. The author's 
obsession for grammar makes him use even forms like Todor Ow and— 
233! With supreme confidence this is declared to be the only method 
suited to the elementary school-child. : 

- Formal terminology is avoided, but the essence of the method is in the 
gratamat'cal attitude.’’ One result of this is the mechanical stiffness of

the Hebrew. Another result is the absence of Jewish interest.

Notes on Books and Authors. 


Among the tangible results of the national revival in Kretz Yisrael has 
been the emergence of a Hebrew Theatre, which is already attaining 
international significance. It is symptomatic of the intense urge for 
literary self-expression, which is one of the characteristics of the new 
Yishuy, that this nrovement has now embarked on a modest publishing 
programme. Its first-fruit is an illustracved miscellany, BAMAH (published 
by the Habimah Circle, Tel-Aviv : 4 piastres to non-members), which tt is 
evidently intended, if conditions proye favourable, to publish periodically. 
There are some fifteen articles on subyes ft. more or less connected with 
the theatrical art, especially in its Palestinian aspects, The most interest 
ing, perhaps, is a discussion by Dr. Isaac Epstcin on the question of the 
pronunciation to be employed in the Hebrew Theatre. Those who attended 
the performances of the Habimah Company in t.ondon will recall how 
admirably it managed to combine an Lastern-European Ashkenazic 
intonation with delicate neo-Sefardic phonetics. It is interesting to read 
that, in honour of the Habimah's fifteenth anniversary, a prize is to be 
offered for the best play of Jewish life. 


One is inclincd to imagine that Jewish interest and participation 
in the theatre is a very modern matter, This is far from the truth. 
Jewish play-actors were known in Imperial Rome, oue of them, Aliturus, 
having been the channel through which Josephus exerted influence on 
Nero’s ministers, as readers of Feuchtwanger's recent novel will 
remember. In Renaissance Italy, the share taken by the Jews in the 
dramatic world (quite apart from the more limited appeal of the 
Purimspicl) was extraordinarily marked. In Mantua, indeed, the Jewish 
Community maintained a permanent dramatic company, which frequently 
appeared at Court (it is on record how on Fridays the performances had to 
start early, so as to obviate any breach of the Sabbath). The leading 
spirit was Leone de’ Sonini, a pious Jew, able Sopher and author of the 
earliest modern work dedicated to stagecraft. In the last issue of LA 
RASSEGNA MENSILE DI ISRAEL, of Florenee, Signorina Lydia Pegna has 
published a series of letters written by him to the Duke of Mantua at 
various times between 1566 and 1590. The documents illustrate many 
phases of Italian Jewish life, and are even more important as demon- 
strating the esteem which this first Jewish actor-manager of modern times 
enjoyed in political circles, 


The Drama was not the only branch of the “amusement industry ” in 
which the Jews distinguished themselves at the period of the Renaissahce 
inItaly. The earliest modern treatise on the art of dancing, as a matter 
of fact, was one written by Guglielmo Ebreoof Pesaro, a familiar figure at 
the court of Lorenzo the Magnificent. Mr. Arnold L. Haskell, a joint 
founder of the Camargo Society, thus has ancient precedent for his little 
brochure, THE BALLET IN ENGLAND (The New English Weekly, Is. 6d. 
net). The influence of Chassidism on the Terpsichorean art, however, 
still awaits its historian. Another recent publication of the New English 
Weekly is THE TALE OF A CHILD by Josef Bard (Is. net), an accountof life 
in Hungary at the beginning of the present century which sounds idyllic 
to ears attuned to present-day conditions. Among the characters is the 
little Jew Jacob, who is very clever, whose God visits Hungary only for 
short periods, and who hates violence because his father told him so.

HAS IT A FUTURE? 


By “YOUNG JUDEAN” (or THE ~ JEWISH WORLD ”.) 

Since the commencement of last winter season there has been 
but a very rare announcement indeed, of any function arranged 
inder the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies ; and 
now the Community, appears to have completely forgotten about 
the existence of such a body, so unimportant and so relatively unin- 
spiring have its activities been for some considerable time past. 

One can understand in broad terms the parti ulay s which 
an Union of this des ription is called pon to perforyf. Liter ry and 
social societies abound Joy the score. if not the hundred, in London 
und the suburbs alone, even excluding similar societies up and down 
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Most Synagogues have 


the country. Reports each week in TH! 
are some tndication of their extensiveness. 

a society attached. functioning at varving degrees, from valuable 
vo-a-head associations to little conglomerations of people to whom a 
social eve nitic is the acme of xistence. 

Thirty vears old, the Union has not merely reached a stage of 
maturity: but it seems to have passed that period by, and is now 
obsessed by an outlook attributable to dotage or senile decay. At 
one time it was one of the premier institutions ef the community, 
for in its earher davs its |#aders took the work with seriousness 
and commendable earnestness. Israel Abrahams, Albert Hvamson, 
Elkan Adler, Israel Cohen, Norman Bentwich, Ephraim Levine in 
his pre-Ministerial davs, Leon Simon-—-all of them young men who 
found their footing in the rank of their own societies and by a keen 
sense of duty. an understanding of bow co-ordination might most 
usefully be achieved, made the Union a mighty and cultural force. 
Those at the head of communal affairs themselves actively partict- 
pated in the progress of the Union in those days. Societies were 
drawn together: a summer scbool—an early innovation—found 
its being newcomers were bidden welcome, and the new ideas 
formulated were adopted or adapted with appreciation and avidity. 
In one way or wnother steps were taken to make each member of 
the Literary Society movement ucknow ledge il responsibility a5 ull 
active participant in the spread of Jewish culture. 

The Past and the Present. 

Far otherwise do we tind prevatiing conditions. True, the intervening 
years have changed many things. * There are new interests, the adoption 
of new attitudes and frames of mind upon most subjects under the sun; 
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movements, great and powerful, in being that no one conceived possibile 
twenty or more years ago. Despite all these admitted facts there are 
hundreds of societies and groups, umattached to any other centralised 
association, which the Union could usefully serve if it but fanctioned., 

In order to envisage the situation corre: tly it is best to recall the aime 
of the Union. As publicly stated in the JEWISH YEAR Book, they are: 

(a) The diffusion of a knowledge of Jewish literature, history and 
sociology. 

ih) The co-ordination of work of the Literary Societies in genera!. 

i) The formation of new Literary Socteties and the encouragement 
of the literary side of Jewish social clubs, 

Wi) The establishment of means by which the literary efforts o! 
the Societies may be organised and utilised in common. 

ic) The provision of literary material and guidance to members of 
societies desirous of preparing lectures. 

if) The eneouragement of inter-socicety meetings and debates, 

ig) The organisation of Summer Meetings for Jewish studies,

Is the Day of Literary Sccietics Over? 


There are some who exclaim: “ What can you expect’ The day of 
the literary society: is over, and the Union has remained an cmsblem of th:

truth, and Manchester is a living exampie to the contrary. 

One stands amazed at the energy. the vitality. the initiative and thi 
industry the Northerners have brought to bear to bring their literar)

In partial explanation of th’s differentiation between North an 
South. it must be said at ouce that Manchester and the Northern cities 
regard the movement as essentialy a Youth one.

No. 721.—The Slaughter of Animals. 

My COUSIN, 
if you have been to Norway you will recall the marvellous road 
which leads away from the railway line to Fossli, The vast expanse 
of mountain scenery—bleak, lonely, awe-inspiring —tills the traveller 
with wonder, Sometimes also a surprise awaits him. as when the 
(river of his conveyance halts and points out in the distance a herd 
of reindeer. Such was my own experience recently: We got out 
ond walked towards the animals whose antlers wefe like a mov ing 
forest. There seemed to be hundreds of them, an interesting sight 
‘9 oné not accustomed to the fauna of Scandinavia. We walked on. 
when, to our horror, we saw scores of carcases on the ground: 
pproaching nearer we noticed a collection of skins, bladders, and 
what might have been the miscellaneous contents of a butcher's 
shop. We soon learned that thousands of these animals were at

ountry to be slaughtered. 
lt was a gruesome sight. Here were the living creatures and. 
ose by, the dead carcases: the slaughterers were there, and we even 
iwa pair of scales for weighing the meat—all in the open, spoiling 
‘landscape which Nature had made about as perfect as it could be. 
4 fellow-traveller steod beside me gazing on the scene. | 
observed that it seemed horrible. “It is like an. abattoir.” he 


eplied. “ My work takes me to slaughtering-houses, and | know 
nly too well. what scenes of horror they are. Hf ordinary, average 


people ever saw animals being killed for their meat, they would 
never touch meat foods. 

In the course of further conversation IL gathered that my) 
ellow-traveller was a medical manwho had specialised in anima! 
vhvsiology ; he appeared to speak with authority on this unattractive 
subject. I asked him which, in his opinion, was the most humane 
method of slaughter. Without hesitation he replied: ~ The Jewish 
method of Shechita! All killing was a_ horrible process; the 
destruction of life went against the grain. But if we must eat 
inimal food, let us at any rate choose that which is least painful. 
iy the Jewish method the animal loses consciousness in three to 
live seconds. That is one point. In the second place, the pain 
produced by the actual killing is reduced to a minimum, because the 
slaughtering knife, according to Jewish practice, must be perfectly 
sharp. In the third place, by the Jewish method the carcase loses 
the largest possible amount of blood, and blood in a carcase has a 
deleterious effect on the flesh. Both from the humanitarian and 
livgienic standpoints the Jewish method of slaughtering is to be 
highly commended. 

“If such be the case, why is it,” | asked, that Shechita is pro- 
hibited in s0 many countries?” 

The reason is plain,” the doctor replied. “~ Those who agitate 
against this method understand nothing of the problem ; they merely 
judge by appearances, and they honestly believe that the Jewish 
method is painful. But if they consulted qualified doctors and veter- 
inary surgeons, [ have no doubt these would support my view. The 
demand that an animal should be stunned before beitg killed is well. 
meaning but wholly wrong. Stunning by means of a blow on the 
head, is horribly cruel. Close observation has proved to me that 
one blow hardly ever achieves the wished-for result. The anima! 
usually receives several blows. The idea that the blow shatters the 
brain is contrary to fact. Often several blows do not do this, since 
the animal's brain is closely encased in bone. But even if the bram 
is damaged, it does not follow that the animal becomes unconscious. 
Inany event stunning inflicts unspeakable suffering on the poor 
beast. Yet many people advocate stunning before slaughter. Bear 
in mind that in every case you have toslaughter the animal. Then, 
compare the pain inflicted by the Jewish method with the horror 
of stunning. Judged by any standard, the Jewish method stands 
casily first. 

“Then. consider some other methods of stunning the animal. 
One is to drive a sharp nail into the animal's forehead. Another is 
to stab it with a sharp dagger. They are all abominably cruel, and 
the people who advocate these methods rather than Shechita.write 
themselves down as ah unthinking mass. The slaughter of animals 
is & Specialised job, and should be decided by specialists. Lam 
certain that the vast majority of specialists will give their support 
to the Jewish method of slaughter because of its pre-eminence from 
the humanitarian and hygienic points of view. 

“Of course, there are other people who proscribe Shechita not 
hecause they love animals but because they hate Jews. The Hitler 
barbarians in Germany are in this category. Their whole policy is 
characterised by a sadistic delight in human suffering. Yet one of 
their first acts was to forbid Shechita; because, if you please, they 
were so concerned with German animals. The law actually mentions 
‘German’ animals. As an indication doubtless of their thorough- 
ness and also of their great capacity for Jew-hatred, the law does 
not limit itself to animals but also mentions fish | 

“The only point of just criticism about the Jewish method of 
slaughter is that directed to the casting of the beast. Before the 
slaughterer can get to the animal's throat, it must be brought to lie 
on its side.

persistence? On the whole Jews are asturdy people. Perhaps, 
after all, the Jewish method of slaughter and the Jewish treatment 


of meat before it is cooked have both contributed to the physica! 
survival of the Jew. If such be the case, why do not Jews energetic. 
ally disseminate a knowledge of the excellence of Shechita among 
people, not as a counter-measure when Shechita is attacked, 
but as a policy in the interests of humanity and hygiene’ 
Perhaps the first step would be to educate Jews themselves as —« fj 
to the value of Shechita. How many Jews in this country 
really .understand what Shechita is? A few pin their faith to 
Shechita on purely religious grounds. Shechita is traditional; it 
has Rabbinic, nay, as some hold, even. Biblical, authority. That is 
sufficient. To those who are content with this viewpoint, there is 
no more to be said. But there is a great deal to be said to those 
who never give the matter a thought. Unless we are all to become 
vegetarians, let Jews thoroughly understand the essence and the 
excellence of Shechita. Then, when we have made this knowledge

our own, let us proceed to tell the world. By doing so we shall 
be serving the humanitarian ideals of the age.

The Resolutions on Germany. 


The resolutions dealing with the German situation were 
submitted at to-night's plenary session. They state that: 

The Eighteenth Zionist Congress considers it to be its duty to give 
r\pression to its consternation at the tragic fate of the German Jews and 
‘ts indignation at the discrimination and degradation inflicted upon them. 
After a century of Jewish emancipation and of the recognition of the equal 
rights of every people and individual within the framework of the State, 
developments in present-day Germany have gone so far that half-a- 
million Jews have been deprived of their elementary human rights, that 
through the official sanctioning of racial prejudice the dignity and honour 
of the Jewish people are insulted, and that a policy and legislation are 
nacted whose fundamental! principles must destroy the bases of cxistence 
uf the Jewish people. 

The Zionist Congress registers its solemn protest against the terrible 
mjustice that has been meted out to the German Jews, adainst the 
-ystematic policy of their civil, economc and social disfranchisement, 
against theiy social and human defamation, and against the prevention 
of the observance of their religious prescriptions by the prohibition of 
sShechita. 

The isth Congress, therefore, regards it as its duty to declare that 
the Zionists of the whole world will not rest until the discrimination and 
degradation inflicted upon the Jews in Germany shall cease. 

The isth Congress deems it necessary, in addition to. protesting 
egainst the eveuts in Germany, to give expression to the following 
cemands: 

I. The Congress considers it to be the duty of the entire civilised 
work’, above all that of the League of Nations, to help the Jewish people

He estimate] that there ar 
at least 200,000 Jews in Germany who are no longer able to train for an\ 
other occupation than that to which they had devoted their lives. 

The situation of the German Jewish youth is catastrophic, said Dr. 
Ruppin, At least a quarter of a million of them must be taken ont of 
Germavy within the next five or ten years. This figure. he added, does 
not include converts to Christianity or persens born Christians but of 
mixed marriages, who are victimised as non-Aryans, whose number he 
estimated at more than two hundred thousand, 

_ Dr. Ruppin said that he had reason to believe that the Government o! 
the United States of America is inclined to help the German Jews b: 
relaxing to some extent the existing immigration laws. He considere 
that it would be possible for America to absorb 100,000 German Jews within 
the next few years, even within the present immigration quota. 

Dealing with the possibilities of settling German Jews in Palestin:

Unfortunately, in the distiibution of 
certificates, the promotion of industry had been ignored. The preseut 
orfanisation of immigration affairs required fundamental alteration. It was 
to have a development of industry without protective duties. 

Mr. I. WILKANSKY who spoke on “ Problems of Agricultural Colosisa-. 
tion in Palestine,” said that there were few countries where there was so 
vreat a discrepancy between the potential and actual possibilities as in 
Palestine. During the last ten years the most advanced developments 
had been atta’ned in the country’s agricultural development, and mixed 
farmiing had reache1 its present satisfactory stage. The country in all 
parts could produce far more than the home market could absorb. In the 
selection of zones of settlement and types of farming, they must decide 
what should come first and what shoull follow. The coastal zone 
should come first, next the valleys above the sea level, and then the 
moubtain-chain. 

Mr. ADOLF BOEH™M iof Vienna) delivered an address on problems of 
national capital in Palestine. He urged the creation of a central Jewish 
Land Purchasing Company, which should comprise all existing land 
purchasing «companies, in order thus to organise the acquisition of land 
and effectively to prevent land speculation.

The General Debate Opens. 


Revisionists Oppose Emigration Agreement. 


LABOUR AND THE * WAR.” 


PREDAY. 

Mr. DAvVib Bes Gurion, the Palestine Labour leader, opening the 
general debate this morning, demanded prec edence for Chalautzim 
hnmigrating into Palestine, on the ground thatthe Chalutzim are 
the tittest element for the national task of Palestine upbuilding. ~ If 
this is class war, we shall carry it on,’ he exclaimed, “ but the 
problem of the relation between capital and labour cannot be 
decided at the Zionist Congress. Thit ts a general question of 
socialism rersus capitalisin. The Zionist Congress is concerned 
only with the most rapid process of building up Palestine.” 

Rabbi Meyer Beri, leader of the Mizrachi, accused Labour of 
having barred Palestine immigration to all but Labourites, lhe 
demanded a stronger attitude to be adopted in Alonist politics 
towards the Mandatory Power. He also demanded that there should 
be more religious activities conducted in Palestine by the Jewish 
\canc\ xvecutive, 

Dr. Schwartzbard spoke on behalf of the General Zionists, and 
Deputy Griinbaum for the Radical Zionists. 


Mr. Grossman and the Sovereignty of the Zionist Organisation. 


Mir. MEER GROSSMAN, leader of the Democratic Revisionist faction, 
nade an outspoken protest to-day against the agreement which has been 
arrived at with the German Government to allow German Jews to go to 
Palestine. He declared that it was a breach of the boyveott movement 
and demanded to know whether the Zionist Lxecutive knew of the 
negotiations which preceded the agreement and whether the agreement 
was concluded with its knowledge. On behalf of his group he said: “ We 
consider this agreement as harmful, and contrary to the moral and 
economic interests of the Jewish nat on. We demand an urgent explana 
tion from the Executive, especially since Congress voted yesterday against 
a public debate on Germany. We ask for an immediate reply, in order to 
cnable us to have a discussion on this subject.” 

The reply, however, was not immediately forthcoming as Congress 
adjourned early for the Sabbath. 

Speaking in the general debate Mr. GROssMAN said that the debate had 
not risen to the expectations that had been placed on it. Neither Ben 
Gurion nor Griinbaum had mentioned the serious problems of the French 
Report, the Palestine Parl ament project, and the Government policy. 
Che Democratic Revisionists demanded non-co-operation with the Govern. 
ment, he said, so long as it did not carry out its Mandatory obligations. 
On the question of Zionist Organisation discipline, Mr. Grossman said 
that the Democratic Revisionists recognise under all circumstances the 
sovereignity of the Zionist Organisation. ** For us,’’ he cried, ** there is 
no Calais’’ (the agreement concluded at Calais in September, 1931, 
between the two wings of the Revisionist movement on the relation. 
ship of the Revisionists with the Zionist Organisation). 

‘* Palestine immigration is impossible under a Party control,” he 
continued. He had nothing against the immigration of Chafatzim, but 
he was against priority for the Chalutz.m form of immigration, It was 
necessary to rid the Palestine immigation offices of the incubus of the 
Party system, and they must find a way of allocating certificates accord. 
ing to the occupational needs. It was impossible for the Palestine offices 
to be constituted on the fluctuating composition of the Congresses.”

Motzkin announced that it had been decided to adjourn the plenary 
session until to-night when the allegations against the Revisionists 
willagain be brought up; in the meantime, the Commission, together 
with members of the Presidium, will go into the matter. [understand 
that if a declaration is made, a counter declaration will be issued by 
the Revisionist Party who allege that the whole thing is merely a 
manceuvre in order to secure the exclusion of their members from 
the Congress. In the meantime, Congress is being held up so far as

An Appeal! to the British Government. 


Professor Laski’s Lead. 


THE PRIME MINISTER MUST SPEAK. 


\n appeal to the British public and the British Government to 
shake off their growing apathy towards the events in Germany is 
contained m a striking letter to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN by 
Professor Harold Laskt. 

Expressing alarm at the way in which we are comingto regard 
fhe ulions us normal, he tribute to the protests 
made so far, but asks if they are anything like commensurate with 
the seale of the problem. “Is it too much to expect of our Foreign 
Office,’ he concludes, ~ that they publicly denounce that degradation 
of the German people tmplied in the policy of its Government ? 
Would they not be acting in the spirit of the Covenant if, at the 
forthcoming assembly of the League, they made it plain to the 
rulers of Germany that their actions are a wanton defiance of 
the decent opinion of mankind? Could they not associate them 
selves, by some Such contribution as £50,000, with the work of the 
Academic Assistance Council, that may be definitely announce 
to the world that an attack upon freedom of thought does not leave 
the British Government unmoved ? 

Further letters endorsing Professor: Laski's lead have appeared 
In the MANCHESTER: GUARDIAN, ine hiding a notable one from 
Mr. H. W. Nevinson. “All Englishmen who care for freedom of 
thought, speech and race,’ he writes, ~ must join me in supporting 
him.” “Our Government, too,’ he continues,” must join with us. 
The meetings of the Council and Assembly of the League at Geneva 
aire approaching. A bold protest from the Prime Minister there 
would be approved by members of all parties.’ 

A plea for the modification of the labour immigration regula- 
tions comes from the well-known social research-worker Dr. George 
Catlin, who points out that the victims of the Nazis frequently come 
endowed with skill by which British industry might benefit. “I 
desire to associate myself with Professor Laski's letter,’ he writes, 
adding that “ without damage to our workers it should be possible 
80 to modify the immigration regulations as to enable the British 
Commonwealth both to benefit and to retain the claim to be con- 
sidered the impartial home of freedom.’ 

Mr. C. E. M. Joad writes on behalf of the Federation of Pro- 
gressive Societies and Individuals as President, associating the 
Federation with Professor Laski’s plea to the Government, urging 
it to open wide the doors of immigration. ‘We should have the 
courage,” he declares, “to treat the misfortunes of these men and 
women as if they were those of our own people and suspend for the 
present the regulations which make it impossible for them to take 
paid posts. This solution is admittedly hard do*trine, especially in 
these hard times, but the amount of competition involved would be 
small and the need is great.’ Mr. Joad also expresses his support 
of Mr. Nevinson's suggestion that the Government make a formal 
protest at the League.

Jews in the Territorial Forces. 
From Lt.-Co!. J. H. LEVEY, D.S:0., O.B.E. 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Sik, My atteution has been drawn to the fact that according to 
published statistics only 100 Jews are to be found in the British 
ferritorial Forees. This number should be about 1,500. The 

uference to be drawn from these tigures is that Jews, as a whole, do 
not take any interest in matters which concern the defence of the 
ountry in which they are citizens. In other words, they accept all 
the advantages of citizenship but steer clear of service to the country. 

f am of opinion that this is a matter of paramount importance 
to Angto-.Jew ry, and unless it ig remedied we may tind it being used 
y opportunists before long. That the number serving is out of all 
proportion cannot be denied. To take London as an example, there 
are 40,000 Territorials, out of a population of 8,000,000, IT believe 
the Jewish population of London is 200,000—so that, pro rata, there 
should be about 1,000 Jews serving in the London area. I doubt if 
there are 50. It would be interesting to consider the number of 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade members who join the Territorial Forces, in 
comparison with members of other London Cadet Units. Are we 
not doing a great disservice to the Community by our “ hush-hush 
methods when our Jewish youths suggest to their parents that they 
would like to join the Territorials? Surely, this citizen force 
should, on the contrary, receive the greatest encouragement from 
Avuglo-Jewry and, in particular, the Lads’ Brigade Officers. 

I can remember in pre-war days large annual gatherings of 
Jewish Territorials at the Chanucah Service. To-day they are 
conspicuous by their entire absence. Having for many years taken 
« hand in the training of Territorials, I strongly commend this 
hobby to our Jewish Youth. Recent happenings in our Community 
make one realise that a little discipline and a following of leader- 
ship. is sadly lacking. These qualities can be learned in the 
Lerritorial Force.

Babylonia. The matter is one of no little 
interest to us because of the contacts of Israel 
with Assyria in our early history; and it may 
be useful to recall in broad outline what those 
contacts were.

A BABYLONIAN SETTLEMENT. 

The beginnings of Assyria are probably to 
be found in a Babylonian colony to the north 
of the Mesopotamian plain. We may find a 
reference to this settlement in an early chapter 
of Genesis, which tells us that Nimrod went 
forth into Assyria. For many centuries it was 
a dependent of Babylonia, but about the. six. 
teenth century B.c. it had become sufficiently 
powerful to challenge the supremacy of 
Babylon in the East. Svria was a buffer State 
between Palestine and Assyria; and in the 
reign of Ahab, Ben-Hadad, King of Syria, with 
whom Ahab was constantly at war, had to deal 
with an Assyrian itivasion, and there was a 
témporary truce while Ahab joined with his foe 
in fighting, togéther with other neighbouring 
rulers, against the Assyrian hing Shalmeneser 
Il. Ahab, we learn from one of Shalmeneser’s 
inscriptions, put 2,000 chariots and 10,000 
soldiers into the field. The Assyrians were 
victorious but did not follow up their success. 
Jehu, the usurper king, who exterminated the 
house of Ahab, sought the good graces of 
Shalmeneser, and there is a striking inscrip- 
tion (preserved in the British Museum) show- 
ing Jehu paying tribute to the Assyrian 
monarch. The protection which he sought 
against Syria was not, however, accorded. 

A DELIVERER AND A CONQUEROR. 

The war against Syria took a favourable 
turn under Jehoash, who was able to defeat the 
northern kingdom because it was threatened 
from another side by King Adadnirari IV of 
Assyria, to whom Israel submitted as the price 
of peace with Syria. It was the growing 
Assyrian power which kept Palestine’s war- 
like neighbours in check, that gave the peace- 
ful development possible under Uzziah and 
Jereboaum II in the eighth century B.c., when 
their territories were considerably extended. 
But it was Assyria again that was soon to play 
a dominant part in the fate of the two king- 
doms. A powerful monarch in Tiglath-Pileser 
IV was now on the Assyrian throne. He had 
secured the submission of Syria and of Tyre; 
and Menahem, King of Syria, attempted to buy 
him off with an enormous tribute of silver. A 
little later, Israel and Syria combined against 
Judah, and Ahaz, the new king, sought the help 
of Assyria. The hostile alliance was broken 


. up and portions of Israel were annexed to 


Assyria, the population being deported. Ahaz 
signalised his complete dependence on Assyria 
by even introducing Assyrian modes of 
worship. It was at this time that Isaiah the 
prophet foretold the doom that was being pre- 


pared. Meanwhile, Tiglath-Pileser conquered 
Babyton. 


SAMARIA. 
The story goes on. Samaria, the capital of 
the Israelitish kingdom, thought that the

Assyrians were too much occupied elsewhere 
and, seeking Egyptian aid, revolted. They 
made a mistake. Once more the Assyrians, 
under Sargon, conquered, and more captives 
were deported, a mixed race being installed in 
their place who afterwards became known as 
the Samaritans. We know what trouble these 
aliens caused in’ the days of Ezra and 
Nehemiah. The position of the southern 
of Judah was now precarious. 
Hezekiah, who had now ascended the throne, 
pursued a cautious policy. But his position 
was difficult. All around were neighbours 
anxious to throw off the Assyrian yoke. He 
wavered. Then Sennacherib invaded the 
country and, ignoring an offer of tribute, pro- 
ceeded to invest Jerusalem. We know that 
by some miraculous means the siege was 
raised. It may have been a sudden threat 
from Egypt, or the outbreak of pestilence. The 
incident is recorded in Byron's famous lines 
beginning: “ The Assyrian came down like a 
wolf on the fold.”

THE END. 

But the country remained still under 
Assyrian power and influence. Assyrian wor- 
ship had almost obliterated the Mosaic forms, 
which were only restored during the reign of 
Josiah. Though Nineveh, the Assyrian capital, 
had been destroyed by a Babylonian alliance, 
the Assvrian armies remained in being and 
formed an alliance with Egypt. The combina. 
tion was opposed by Josiah, who was defeated 
and slain at Megiddo, a battlefield already 
famous in the story of Deborah. His son 
Jeboahaz was made a prisoner by the Assyrians 
and died in Egypt. The relations between 


Assyrra and Palestine here came to an end. for ° 


Babylon now assumed ascendancy, and it was 
to the latter power that Judea finally suc- 
cumbed, and the Babylonian captivity began, 
and was to last until the restoration under 
Cyrus, the Persian conqueror of Babylon, 
Throughout most of these vicissitudes, the 
great prophets had been speaking their 
messages, seeing in political disasters the 
punishment for religious apostasy and social 
wrong. National disintegration is the inevit- 
able consequence of moral declension !
